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Fairness ordinance dominates council meeting 

Both sides agree to 90 day ‘cooling off period’ to allow the public to review the ordinance

It was a little contentious at 
times, but overall the Stanton 
City Council meeting last 
Thursday was quite civil. 
Both sides of the Fairness 
Ordinance issue spoke out, 
freely, about why or why not 
an ordinance would be need¬ 
ed in the city. While another 
idea also emerged on how to 
handle the issue. 

Last month Michael Frazier, 
a resident of Powell County, 
approached the council 
with a proposed Fairness 
ordinance. The ordinance 
provides protections and 
methods of recourse for any 
group which feels they have 
been discriminated against. 
Though the ordinance does 
include disabled persons, 
those who are pregnant and 
even those with a possibility 
of being predisposed through 
genetics to certain diseases, 
the ordinance usually is asso¬ 
ciated with the Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual and Transgender 
(LGBT) groups.

Last month the council had 
just received the proposal and 
postponed any decision. So 
last week, with about 40 res¬ 
idents and some from other 
counties in the gallery, the 


council listened to the public 
comments. 

They city attorney started 
the conversation by advising 
the council they could pass 
such an ordinance if they so 


desired. However, he also 
stated that he believed more 
along the lines of less gov¬ 
ernment being better govern¬ 
ment.

Stanton man charged 
with sex offenses 


Former beloved Clay City physician, 
David Gagnon loses battle with cancer

An anonymous call has 
led to an investigation that 
a local volunteer firefighter 
may have been involved in 
sexual offenses with minors. 
A Stanton man has been 
arrested and is now facing a 
rape charge as well as using 
an electronic device to pro¬ 
cure a minor. 

According to an arrest 
report in the Powell County 
Sheriff’s Office, Deputy 
Marty Tipton arrested 
Hunter Gross, 25, of Stanton 
and charged him with rape 
second degree, no force as 
well as prohibitive use of an 
electronic device to procure 


a minor, re: sexual offenses. 
The arrest was made at 11:30 
p.m. Sunday night. 

According Tipton a call 
came into Powell County 
Dispatch approximately two 
weeks ago about an adult 
male having met with and 
attempted to have sex with 
a 13 year old girl. The caller 
was apparently a third party, 
but they identified Gross as 
the adult male. An investiga¬ 
tion was then started. 

The arrest citation states 
that on July 7, while execut¬ 
ing a search warrant, Tipton 
checked Gross’ cell phone. 
The phone was part of the 
items that could be checked

He came to Clay City in 
1984 to help pay for his med¬ 
ical school expenses and 
stepped into and took over 
the Red River Medical Clinic 
as a new doctor was needed. 
But he stayed for 25 years as 
he grew to love the place and 
the people. And the people 
loved Dr. David Gagnon. 

Gagnon, who was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer in 2003, 
lost that battle last week, 
passing away at his home. He 
was 62. 

When he was given his 
diagnosis his prognosis was 
of approximately five years. In 
an interview with the Times 
as he was closing his office in 



2009 he said, “The next time 
I was evaluated they gave me 
seven years, and the last time 
ten years.” He was in his sixth 
year of cancer treatment 
when he retired. 

He used his retirement to 
make the most of life. He 
hiked the Appalachian Trail, 


competed in endurance 
horseback rides and raced 18 
marathons. Gagnon believed 
that a long run could cure just 
about anything, and that if 
you did anything three times 
in a row it became a tradition. 
And, you shouldn’t mess with 
tradition. 

Gagnon was a fighter. His 
mantra “Cancer Loses Again” 
was an inspiration to every¬ 
one who watched him hike 
the Sheltowee Trace in-be¬ 
tween chemotherapy treat¬ 
ments and jump out of an 
airplane with a brain tumor. 
“Pain is inevitable, suffering 
is optional,” you would often 
hear him say.

Josh Nolan’s journey 
toward a musical career went 
from his first gig playing at a 
16 year old’s birthday party 
were he only got to do three 
songs, to playing with Dwight 
Yoakam this past weekend.

“You have to allow yourself 
to write, even when it’s not 
that good,” Nolan said. 

Nolan said when he is per¬ 
forming, all the songs are 
his favorite, but the one that 
sticks out to him the most 
is “Till the words run out”. 
He said he wrote most of the 
song in one sitting then 2 
years later he wrote the last 
few lines and finished it. 

Nolan’s previous band 
was called Fair City Lights, 
though his new band is called 
Josh Nolan, the name of his 
Album is Fair City Lights. 
Nolan said most of the songs 
on the album were written 
while with the previous band. 

Nolan said one of his favor¬ 
ite memories occurred when 
he was with his former band. 
He said they were playing 
at Battle of the Bands, and 
had advanced to the finals 
and about 500 people were 
watching. There was a break 


in one of the songs they were 
playing, during that break the 
crowd got loud. 

“I was like shhh, and all 
500 people shut up,” Nolan 
said.

Special Judge rejects Alford plea, Epperson retrial set for February

It appears that the retrial of a Clay City man convicted 
of manslaughter, before it was overturned, has been set. 
But for a while on Monday it looked like an agreement had 
been reached. An Alford plea deal fell through after spe¬ 
cial Judge Beth Maze refused to accept it, which means that 
Brian Epperson will now face another Powell County jury. 

A hearing in the case was held Monday morning, as the 
case was supposed to be ready for the new trial. But the 
prosecution offered Epperson an Alford plea, according 
to court observers and records. Under the deal Epperson 
would receive five years for reckless homicide and assault 
fourth. The DUI charge would be dismissed. The five year 
sentence would be diverted for two years, one of those un¬ 
der supervision and then the charges would be removed 
from his record. 

Epperson was found guilty in January of 2013 after being 
tried for the Nov. 14, 2011 death of Donald Tharpe. Tharpe 
died on impact when Eppersons truck crossed the center¬ 
line on Hardwick’s Creek Road near Clay City causing a 
head on collision. 

The jury listened to testimony about medications found 
in Eppersons system, some he reportedly did not have a 
prescription for, and the levels in his system. The defense 
countered with the delay it took in the state police labora¬ 
tory, the way the testing was conducted and that the levels 
were too low to have been the reason for the fatal wreck. 
They argued it was just an unfortunate accident. 


The jury found Epperson 
guilty of manslaughter, in¬ 
stead of murder, and recom¬ 
mended a six year sentence. 

He was eligible for parole 
after 14 months and was of¬ 
ficially sentenced a month 
after the trial. Epperson did 
have a parole hearing on July 
2, 2013, but he was deferred 
for 18 months. That means he 
could have been eligible for 
parole on Jan 1, 2015. He had served, with time served be¬ 
fore sentencing, over 900 days. He was released before that 
after winning an appeal. 

The appeals court agreed that the amendment “funda¬ 
mentally altered the defense’s strategy literally on the eve 
of the trial.” The defense that Epperson’s attorney had 
planned, under the amended charge would have “resulted 
in an admission of guilt under the DUI statute,” the appeals 
court ruled. They also stated that it was the “very essence 
of prejudice.” 

The appeals court ruled that they did not have any prob¬ 
lem with the trial court’s decision to amend the indictment, 
but that the court should have granted a continuance. The 
failure to do so coupled with the “court’s inadequate justifi¬ 
cation for immediately proceeding with the trial constitut¬ 
ed an abuse of discretion.” 

The family of the victim had originally decided to accept 
the Alford plea because they did not want the victim’s wid¬ 


ow to have to go through another trial. In fact they told 
the court that was the only reason they agreed. Judge Maze 
wanted to hear how the family felt and it was clear that the 
deal was not truly what they had wanted. A sticking point 
to them was that the charge would be dismissed from Ep¬ 
person’s record after two years. 

Family members reportedly told the court and prosecu¬ 
tor, Commonwealth Attorney Darrell Herald, that they felt 
Epperson made a choice to get into his truck that day and 
that he should have to admit his guilt. Under the Alford 
plea Epperson would not have to admit guilt, but would be 
stating that there may be enough evidence that a convic¬ 
tion could be possible. 

One daughter of the victim stated that she felt that people 
selling pills get more time than someone who killed a per¬ 
son. The family expressed to Herald that they believe Eper- 
son should have to go back to jail. Herald did explain that 
if Epperson was found guilty the most he would probably 
get would be six years and once time served was added, 
Epperson could be possible for parole almost immediately. 

Judge Maze, after listening to the Tharpe family, reject¬ 
ed the Alford plea, stating that a Powell County jury could 
decide the case. 

Last month Judge Maze sided with the defense and ruled 
that photos of the victim at the scene would not be used. 
However, she denied a defense motion to throw out the 
toxicology reports. 

The retrial has been set for Feb. 22,2016. It is expected to 
last at least three days.

under the search warrant. 
Tipton stated in the report 
that he found messages 
where Gross had asked for 
“nude photos of juvenile 
females” and that messages 
seem to indicate that there 
may have been “sexual in¬ 
tercourse with at least one 
juvenile female age 13.” 

The reports indicates that 
a subsequent interview with 
the girl corroborated the in¬ 
formation found on Gross’ 
cell phone. There was also a 
text message from another 
13 year old girl offering to 
have sex the previous week. 

The rape second degree 
charge is usually used if 
one party is over 18 years of 
age and they have sex with 
someone under the age of 
14. It is a Class C Felony. 


of electronic means to in¬ 
duce a minor to engage in 
sexual or prohibitive activ¬ 
ities. That charge is a Class 
D Felony. 

Tipton said that a search 
warrant was also served 
on Sunday night and other 
electronic devices belong¬ 
ing to Gross were seized. 
They were sent to the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police E-Crimes 
Unit in Frankfort for analy¬ 
sis. More charges could be 
pending, according to Tip- 
ton. 

Gross was lodged in the 
Powell County Detention 
Center under a $75,000 
surety bond. He was re¬ 
leased by Monday after¬ 
noon. He was scheduled to 
be in Powell District Court 
on Tuesday for an arraign¬ 
ment.

Gagnon was originally 
from Saratoga, New York. 
He attended the University 
of Maine where he received 
his BA degree in Zoology 
in 1974 and his MD de¬ 
gree from Tufts University 
School of Medicine in 1981. 

In that retirement story in 
2009 he was quoted as say¬ 
ing, “I am going to miss my 
patients tremendously. I de¬ 
livered many of my younger 
patients. They have come to 
me and exposed themselves 
both mentally and physical¬ 
ly, and I hope I have allowed 


them to retain their dignity. 
I truly appreciate them for 
letting me into their lives,” 
he said with a smile. 

The community missed 
him when he retired. Now 
they share memories and 
stories of him. 

A memorial service for 
Gagnon will be planned 
within the next few weeks.

KSP warns about the summer heat and kids in cars 


As the Kentucky sum¬ 
mer is heating up, so is 
your car and KSP reminds 
parents not to leave a child 
alone in a hot car. It may 
seem like common sense, 
but every year law enforce¬ 
ment agencies answer calls 
about unattended children 
in vehicles. KidsandCars. 
org reports that 32 children 
died in the U.S. during 2014 
from vehicular heat stroke. 

KSP spokesman Sgt. Mi¬ 
chael Webb says vehicle 
heat stroke is often mis¬ 
understood by the general 
public. A majority of par¬ 
ents are misinformed and 
would like to believe that 
they could never ‘forget’ 
their child in a vehicle. 

“The most dangerous 
mistake a parent can make 
is to think leaving a child 
alone in their car could 
never happen to them,” says 
Webb. “In these fast-paced 
times, it is easy for parents 
to get distracted and forget 
their child is in the car with 
them.” 

Webb advised that the in¬ 
terior of a car heats up very 
quickly and temperatures 
inside can reach 125 de¬ 


grees in minutes. 

“A child’s body heats up 
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three to five times faster 
than that of an adult,” adds 
Webb. “The temperature 
inside a car can rise 19 de¬ 
grees in 10 minutes. To¬ 
gether, this can be deadly in 
a very short period of time.” 

Webb says that some 
deaths are caused from cu¬ 
rious children who are left 
unattended by a parent. 

“Tragically, about 33 per¬ 
cent of children who die in 
hot cars entered the vehicle 
on their own while left un¬ 
attended,” he says. 

In 2000, Kentucky passed 
“Bryan’s Law,” which makes 
a person liable for sec¬ 
ond-degree manslaughter 
or first-degree wanton en- 
dangerment for leaving a 
child younger than eight 


years of age in a motor ve¬ 
hicle where circumstances 
pose a grave risk of death. 
The law was named after 
11-month old Bryan Puck¬ 
ett, who died July 13, 1999 
after being left in a hot car 
by his babysitter. 

Webb offers the following 
safety tips: 

•Never leave a child in an 
unattended car, even with 
the windows down. 

• Be sure that all occu¬ 
pants leave the vehicle when 
unloading. Don’t overlook 
sleeping babies. 

• Always lock your car. 
If a child is missing, check 
the car first, including the 
trunk. Teach your children 
that vehicles are never to be 
used as a play area. 


• Keep a stuffed animal in 
the car seat and when the 
child is put in the seat place 
the animal in the front with 
the driver as a reminder. 

• Place your purse or 
briefcase in the back seat 
as a reminder that you have 
your child in the car. 

• Make ‘look before you 
leave’ a routine whenever 
you get out of the car. 

Webb says while a person 
will face criminal charges 
for leaving a child in a car, 
the pain and guilt from 
making such a mistake will 
last far longer. 

KSP asks citizens to keep 
an eye out for children left 
in vehicles on hot days and 
to call 911 if they think the 
occupant is in danger.

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News from the Red River Museum 

The picture to the right depicts a “home industry” started in Powell County by Mary L. 
Hall in 1938. While living in Florence. KY, she started sewing baseballs for the Cincin¬ 
nati Reds. After moving to Bowen, she started teaching others to sew baseballs until she 
had 75 to 80 Powell Countians sewing baseballs. She made 75 cents per dozen when she 
started; this had increased to $2.67 per dozen by 1962. The “wooden horse” (shown right) 
was the #1 type used to hold the ball while sewing. The “wooden horse” was handmade 
and costs 50 cents. 

The people who sewed baseballs for Mary would bring 12 dozen completed baseballs to 
Hall’s Grocery on Cat Creek on Thursday night and they would be trucked to Cincinnati, 
OH the next day. To learn more about Mary L. Hall and her baseball making industry, 
stop in the Red River Museum. 

A few weeks ago, Clifford and Phyllis Miller Meadows of Winchester, KY brought us 3 
volumes of Powell County Hi Notes which was the Powell County High School newspa¬ 
per. These papers are dated Oct., 1935 through March, 1937 and they belonged to Lillian 
Rountree Miller, mother of Phyllis Meadows. We have really enjoyed reading these and 
finding names of people we know or have been leaders in our community. 

If you went to P.C.H.S. then, or have relatives in school at that time, stop by and read all 
about them. I am sure that the young people of today will be surprised to find students 
did a lot of the same activities as they do today.

On July 9, Rep. Tim Mur¬ 
phy (R-PA) appealed to 
congress, “Let’s no longer 
turn a blind eye and instead 
help those who need it the 
most.” Murphy pointed to 
the 200 deaths per day by 
suicide and drug overdose, 
and the uncountable “slow 
motion deaths” of millions 
with serious mental illness 
(SMI). He asked congres¬ 
sional members, again, to 
co-sponsor the bipartisan 
Helping Families in Mental 
Health Crisis Act of 2015, 
HR-2646. 

The two broader prob¬ 
lems with treatment for the 
seriously mentally ill (SMI) 
are laws and funding. 

Laws created to protect 
the rights of SMI individu¬ 
als didn’t take into account 
that those with SMI, par¬ 
ticularly schizophrenia, are 
often unable to recognize 
their illness and therefore 
unwilling to seek treatment, 
resulting in inability to care 
for themselves. This is seen 
in that 35% of the popula¬ 
tion receiving federal dis¬ 
ability insurance benefits is 
mentally ill. 

Moreover funding has 
dwindled severely. Hospi¬ 
tals shut down while insuf¬ 
ficient public funding has 
impeded development of 
adequate out-patient pro¬ 
grams. 

The continuation of these 
problems stems in part 
from lack of public under¬ 
standing of SMI. 

There are 3.5 million peo¬ 
ple in the US with schizo¬ 
phrenia alone, a fate often 
worse than death. My son, 
Caleb, was diagnosed three 
years ago, at the age of 19. 
His adult life has been spent 
inside a living hell--literally. 
The early stage was marked 
primarily by delusions and 
paranoia: there was a gov¬ 
ernment conspiracy against 
him, Lil Wayne and Drake 
were writing derogatory 
songs about him, and pimps 
were trying to kill him. This 
was only the beginning of a 


big donors turn a blind eye 
to the problem. They don’t 
mind the influx of cheap la¬ 
bor. If they can get by with 
paying illegals less than the 
minimum wage, they’re all 
for that. They don’t want 
to lose their existing labor 
force, so they favor a system 
by which people already in 
the country illegally can get 
to stay. 

Donald Trump is chal¬ 
lenging their positions and 
making them uncomfort¬ 
able. They don’t want to 
have to defend their support 
for “comprehensive im¬ 
migration reform,” which 
is code for “let the illegals 
stay.” Therefore, there have 
been calls for Trump to tone 
down his rhetoric and an 
insistence that he not be al¬ 
lowed to participate in any 
presidential debates, the 
first of which is scheduled 
for next month. They point 
to all the outreach they’ve 
been trying to do to court 
the Hispanic vote, and they 
fear that Trump will undo 
all their efforts. It’s interest¬ 
ing that one candidate who 
hasn’t criticized Trump, Ted 
Cruz, has Hispanic lineage. 

No one, other than an il¬ 
legal alien, should take any 
offense at what Trump said. 
He wasn’t addressing those 
who have immigrated here 
lawfully, have all proper 
documentation, and ar¬ 
en’t breaking any laws. The 
GOP establishment acts 
so fearful that Trump will 
chase Hispanics away from 
the Republican Party. Don’t 
they listen when those who 


downward spiral. 

The first year of treat¬ 
ment showed only mild 
success. Antipsychotics are 
relatively fast acting, and if 
monitored, can be quickly 
adjusted or changed. But 
with a shortage of psychiat¬ 
ric beds, he was in and out 
of the hospital within days, 
still in psychosis. Further 
hindering recovery, he was 
allowed only one 30-minute 
psychiatric appointment 
per month. 

It should be noted, each 
episode and the longer in 
psychosis, the more damage 
done to the brain resulting 
in increasing severity and 
reducing the likelihood of 
recovery. 

This has proven true for 
Caleb. A year into his ill¬ 
ness, he received a message 
to cut off his ear or toe or to 
break a leg. In the middle 
of the night, I awakened to 
his blood curdling screams. 
He had jumped 15 feet from 
a tree fracturing his back. 
Just prior to this feat, he 
attempted, unsuccessfully, 
to silence the commands. 
He branded his arm with 
a fork, a scar that remains 
today. He was admitted for 
psychiatric care, but re¬ 
leased within 7 days with 
little improvement. 

Over the next two years, 
he is hospitalized with in¬ 
creasing frequency, always 
released within days. He is 
paranoid and live in con¬ 
stant fear with the belief his 
family and friends want to 
kill him. He hallucinates I 
say such horrific things to 
him as, “I’m going to chop 
off your head”, or “I’ll bury 
you alive.” He has spent 
nights sitting on his bed 
prepared to bolt if I break 
down the door to kill him. 

Six months ago, the tele¬ 
vision told him he is Jeffrey 
Dahmer, and the President 
told him to kill me. My son 
isn’t violent. But statistics 
speak for themselves, and 
psychosis often leads to vio¬ 
lent and tragic acts. It was a 
several day battle to get him 
hospitalized, and he was re¬ 
leased in 3 days in the same 


came here legally and went 
through the process as 
prescribed in law express 
outrage and resentment at 
those who came illegally? 

Because Trump expressed 
a strong opinion on a sub¬ 
ject most politicians from 
both parties would rather 
avoid, he’s suffered some 
business backlash. His re¬ 
sponse has been a thing of 
beauty. When NASCAR 
announced that it would 
not hold its season-ending 
awards banquet at a Trump 
property because of pres¬ 
sure from the sponsor of its 
truck racing series, Trump 
rubbed NASCAR’s nose in 
it. He said that he would 
simply keep their sizeable 
deposit for the use of his 
facility and then rent it out 
to someone else and make 
even more money in the 
process. 

Trump isn’t the ideal Re¬ 


condition. 

For a few months, his 
psychosis finally improved. 
But this rarely lasts. With 
his paranoia that doctors, 
pharmaceutical companies, 
and his family are trying 
to poison him, he often re¬ 
fuses medication. Recently, 
Caleb took another down¬ 
turn. He cannot not com¬ 
prehend real conversations 
because the hallucinatory 
voices are so overpower¬ 
ing. He carries on argu¬ 
ments with these voices, 
tells the news anchors on 
TV to shut up because they 
are talking about him, and 
is angry with the Pope for 
something the Pope is do¬ 
ing to him. He insists he is 
traversing. As a result, there 
are now two of him, or 
maybe three, and he doesn’t 
know which is the real him. 
He becomes confused and 
doesn’t know where he is 
and pleads with me to get 
him home. I try to reas¬ 
sure him, “you are the real 
Caleb, and you are safe at 
home.” It is heartbreaking. 

But we aren’t alone. This 
plays out for millions of 
SMI people and their fam¬ 
ilies day-after-day, week- 
after-week, and year-after- 
year as loved ones spiral 
further into the abyss. 

HR-2646 is far from a 
complete overhaul of our 


publican candidate. While 
he may be causing head¬ 
aches for the establishment 
and delighting the party’s 
conservative base in the 
process, there are signifi¬ 
cant weaknesses in his can¬ 
didacy. While he’s certainly 
not on the list of candidates 
for whom I wouldn’t vote 
under any circumstance 
(right now Rand Paul, Jeb 
Bush, Lindsey Graham 
and Chris Christie are the 
primary occupants of that 
slate), and he’s not among 
my favorites (Ted Cruz is 
head and shoulders above 
everyone else on that list), 
I’d certainly have to give 
strong consideration to him 
should he survive the pri¬ 
mary process. 

But that’s not likely. The 
party hierarchy and the es¬ 
tablishment will be gunning 
for him. They all seem to be 
gravitating toward Bush, 


poor mental health system. 
But it makes several mean¬ 
ingful improvements. Fam¬ 
ily access to information 
about the diagnosis and pre¬ 
scribed treatments for their 
mentally ill adult loved ones 
has hindered families’ abili¬ 
ty to protect and care for the 
sick member. This bill will 
clarify HIPAA so caregivers 
have access to necessary in¬ 
formation. 

Also crucial, the bill will 
require states to authorize 
assisted outpatient treat¬ 
ment (AOT) for the state to 
receive Community Mental 
Health Service Block Grant 
funds, and expansion of 
civil commitment criteria. 

Other needs are also 
addressed including the 
shortage of psychiatric 
beds, greater use of crim¬ 
inal diversion programs, 
greater emphasis on evi¬ 
dence-based care, and al¬ 
ternatives to institutional¬ 
ization. 

This bill should not be 
shelved or watered down. 
Certain groups are making 
concerted efforts to remove 
crucial components. These 
include anti-psychiatry 
groups, and organizations 
focused on general mental 
wellness rather than treat¬ 
ment for the seriously men¬ 
tally ill who are the most 
under served and for whom 


but perhaps this will be the 
year the Republicans nom¬ 
inate a true conservative 
after the failures of mod- 
erate-to-liberal candidates 
in the last two presidential 
elections. If John McCain 
and Mitt Romney couldn’t 
win, why should anyone 
think Jeb Bush can? 

In the meantime, it will 
be fun to sit back and watch 
Trump make the GOP es¬ 
tablishment squirm. It’s 
time they got the message 
that the party doesn’t want 
to be led from the top 
down, but they want the 
party’s leaders to reflect the 
grassroots sentiment. So 
far, Trump has tapped into 
that populist sentiment, 
and the entertainment val¬ 
ue is priceless.

Graham said several peo¬ 
ple and business owners in 
the community were con¬ 
cerned about the ordinance. 

“I feel like there are pro¬ 
tections provided under 
state and federal laws so 
why put in an ordinance if 
we are not having any prob¬ 
lems,” Mayor Dale Allen 
said. “I personally don’t see 
a need for it.” 

The greater issue of the 
night became treating peo¬ 
ple fairly. Both sides said 
they believed in people 
being treated fairly. While 
those advocating against 
the ordinance stated that 
legislating that would not 
be fair to some, the other 
side wanting the ordinance 
said that it was needed to 
insure fairness. 

But the discussion got off 
to a rocky start. Greg Rogers 
told the council to “scope it 
out” before deciding. “It’s a 
scary law, what they want to 
pass. It’s unAmerican,” Rog¬ 
ers added. “It involves free¬ 
dom of speech, thought and 
expression. I should be able 
to have my own opinion.” 

Rogers also said he un¬ 
derstood about discrimi¬ 
nation as he has a special 
needs child and has seen it 
first hand. 

But a proponent for the 
ordinance, Ryan Mosley 
from Knott County, an¬ 
swered. “This is about treat¬ 
ing people right. Everyone 
has a right to be treated 
fairly,” he said. “I don’t think 
that’s unAmerican.” 

Michael Cox, who has ex¬ 
perience as an engineer and 
is involved in construction 
around the country, spoke 
up against the ordinance. 

“I’ve seen it everywhere. 
When you pass a law, it 
costs money to put it in 
effect and to enforce,” Cox 
side. “I’ve seen it when 
women came into our line 


of work. We did it, no prob¬ 
lem, but it costs money to 
make the accommodations. 
Same with disabled persons 
in the business, we had to 
make accommodations and 
did it too, no problem. Laws 
cost money and it can run 
some people right out of 
business.” 

Cox said the state’s GDP 
had not improved in years 
and he challenged any¬ 
one from the other side to 
show where passing the 
ordinance actually helped 
to generate more funds or 
revenue solely based on it 
passing. 

Some in the crowd feared 
that religious beliefs would 
be in danger if the ordi¬ 
nance passed. 

One unidentified pro¬ 
ponent for the ordinance 
told the crowd that in oth¬ 
er cities that have passed 
the ordinance, there were 
safeguards in place to make 
sure that religious organiza¬ 
tions were exempt from the 
ordinance. When asked by 
Graham what constitutes a 
“religious organization,” the 
speaker stated that a state 
law was passed two or three 
years ago which spelled that 
out. 

‘In Danville, where it 
passed, the Sonshine Chil¬ 
dren’s Center, a religious 
based organization, is ex¬ 
empt from the ordinance,” 
the speaker said. “The or¬ 
dinance just makes sure ev¬ 
eryone is treated fairly and 
that if they are not, there is 
a path they can take to make 
sure they are treated fairly.” 

Powell County Ministe¬ 
rial Association President 
Anthony Molihan spoke 
up as well. “I have received 
calls, messages, been dis¬ 
criminated against, called 
narrow minded and no one 
knew where I stood on this 
until last Sunday. I know 
about discrimination. My 
wife worked for a lesbian 
and people left my church 
because she did,” he said. 
“I believe we have a pretty 
diverse community, pretty 


accepting. Maybe, and the 
ministerial association has 
discussed this, we can sit 
down and come up with an 
ordinance that takes care 
of all the issues at hand. 
A Good Samaritan Ordi¬ 
nance, to make sure every¬ 
one is included.” 

The idea of what the 
Times Editor James Cook 
wrote about in his column 
last week about treating ev¬ 
eryone fairly, was discussed 
and both sides wished the 
world was like that. But 
both sides also agreed it 
is not. But they disagreed 
on whether legislation was 
needed to enforce fairness. 

Bill Pelfrey, a member of 
the ministerial association, 
added that he did not want 
to see people choose sides. 
He acknowledged that he 
may not condone other’s 
actions but that he would 
like to be able to sit down, 
with all parties involved and 
come up with an ordinance 
that met everyone’s con¬ 
cerns. 

“I’d rather not be the 
ninth city to sign this one, 
but the first one in the state 
to come up with a plan that 
gets everyone involved and 
really works on the issues,” 
Pelfrey said. 

The issue about need¬ 
ing the ordinance came up 
again. Powell County Cir¬ 
cuit Clerk Darlene Drake 
said she, in a very emotion¬ 
al plea, thought that laws 
and ordinances were need¬ 
ed to clear up problems. 
“As far as I know, I’ve nev¬ 
er heard of any, there is no 
problem here,” Drake said. 
“I know I don’t live in the 
city limits and can’t vote for 
city issues. But I do love my 
county, this is my home and 
I love everyone in this com¬ 
munity.” 

But Janice Lee Odom, a 
volunteer for several local 
organizations and DJ on 
WSKV, disagreed saying 
there are problems. 

“I’ve lived here nine years 
and to say there is no prob¬ 
lem, well, let’s just be hon¬

est with ourselves,” Odom 
spoke with an emotional 
tone of bitterness. Odom 
said she helped bring a 
speaker to the first Nada 
Fest and the speaker, who 
was a black woman who 
worked with the UN at one 
time and was teaching Nada 
children about the world. 
Odom said she caught “a lot 
of flack for bringing her in” 
and that “we were not very 
hospitable.” 

Odom went on to say that 
her daughter, who is gay, has 
been made fun and called 
names, plus her employers 
at the Chinese restaurant 
are made fun with racial 
slurs as well. 

“I lost my job as a youth 
minister when my daugh¬ 
ter came out, so I know 
about discrimination,” 
Odom said. “The slurs are 
unacceptable. The way my 
daughter is treated is un¬ 
acceptable. If you say no 
to this then I hope you can 
look into the eye of all the 
people who need this and 
say we can’t protect them.” 

It was brought up that 
the youth of the county 
not only leave here because 
there are no jobs or nothing 
to do, but also because they 


do not feel comfortable be¬ 
ing who they are here. 

Molihan added that, 
“Emotions will not work. In 
the end it is love for one an¬ 
other and compassion that 
should direct us on how to 
make Powell County a bet¬ 
ter place to live.” 

The writer of the ordi¬ 
nance, Frazier, said he knew 
of a few people in Powell 
County who were afraid 
to come forward or “come 
out” because they “would 
lose their job tomorrow.” 

“It is scary to go into a 
town where you do not 
know anyone to discuss 
this issue. It is even scari¬ 
er to come back home to 
do it,” Frazier said. “But its 
hard for anyone to come in 
here and say they have been 
discriminated against, espe¬ 
cially when they are already 
considered a second class 
citizen. The recent Supreme 
Court decision (same-sex 
marriages) was OK, but still 
things need to be dealt with 
constitutionally.” 

Frazier went on, “Many 
of you here have made the 
argument for this ordinance 
because you say you want 
fairness. The ordinance is a 
“Love Thy Neighbor” ordi¬ 


nance. We have problems, 
we have them within our¬ 
selves.” 

But then Frazier, possibly 
taking a cue from the min¬ 
isterial association idea and 
the passion about the sub¬ 
ject that was shown, asked 
the council for a favor. 

“I urge you to give peo¬ 
ple more time to read this 
(ordinance) and I am more 
than willing to work with 
the council, the ministeri¬ 
al association and anyone 
who wants to,” Frazier said. 
“In my opinion, many peo¬ 
ple will look at this, the lan¬ 
guage that is used and like it 
reads, it is an ‘ordinance of 
equal protection.’” 

Another exchange be¬ 
tween two of the crowd 
members had Mayor Allen 
step in and suggest that a 
cooling off period be used 
to study this more. After 
discussions with Graham, 
the city council agreed to 
have a 90 day cooling off 
period and revisit the issue 
then. Both sides seemed to 
in agreement. 

During the whole dis¬ 
cussion period, no council 
members spoke up.

Saint Joseph Mount Sterling Offers Tips for Managing Seasonal Allergies 


Seasonal allergies are more prominent this time of 
year than any other season and account for more than 
17 million outpatient office visits annually according 
to the Asthma and Allergy Foundation of America. 
Aside from the frustrating side effects of seasonal al¬ 
lergies, which include congestion and sneezing, aller¬ 
gies can lead to more serious complications such as 
sinus infections, ear infections and asthma. 

The Asthma and Allergy Foundation of America 
estimates 50 million Americans (one in five) suffer 
from all types of allergies. 

Although there is no cure for seasonal allergies, 
Saint Joseph Mount Sterling, part of KentuckyOne 
Health, is working to raise awareness on how to pre¬ 
vent and treat allergy symptoms. Symptoms can range 
from a mild annoyance to a severe disruption in daily 
life and most commonly include sneezing, wheezing, 
nasal congestion, coughing, itchy/watery eyes and fa¬ 
tigue. 

“Many people, especially in our area, experience 
symptoms of seasonal allergies this time of year,” said 
Brian Glover, DO, KentuckyOne Health Primary 
Care Associates. “With the help of a primary care pro¬ 
vider, a few precautions and an antihistamine, allergy 
symptoms can be well managed.” 

Physicians recommend paying close attention to 
the weather during this time of year. 

“Weather can impact how much pollen—the most 
common seasonal allergy trigger— is carried through 
the air,” said Dr. Glover. “Check the pollen count reg¬ 
ularly. On days that it is high, stay indoors as much as 
possible.” 

Other tips for reducing allergy symptoms include: 
delegating outdoor chores to someone who doesn’t 
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suffer from allergies and changing clothes and show¬ 
ering after outdoor activities to help rinse away pol¬ 
len. People may also find allergy relief by using a de¬ 
humidifier, along with closing windows and turning 
on air conditioning. 

According to the Asthma and Allergy Foundation 
of America, seasonal allergies account for more than 
half of all allergy visits to the physician’s office. Anti¬ 
histamines and decongestants are commonly recom¬ 
mended to provide allergy relief, but some physicians 
may recommend routine allergy shots in severe cases.

A new license plate will 
give drivers the opportuni¬ 
ty to show their support for 
the health and well-being of 
Kentuckians and their en¬ 
vironment. First Lady Jane 
Beshear today unveiled the 
specialty “Let’s Go Outside” 
plate that will promote the 
health and environmental 
benefits of outdoor recre¬ 


ation. 

“Kentucky has one of the 
highest childhood obesi¬ 
ty rates in the nation,” said 
Mrs. Beshear. “One step to 
improve the health of our 
children is to encourage 
active outdoor play. Being 
outside will help connect 
children to the environ¬ 
ment, teach them about 
the earth and the way they 
impact it, and help them 
preserve it for future gener¬ 
ations.” 

Proceeds from the spe¬ 
cialty plate will support 


the work of the Kentucky 
Environmental Education 
Council (KEEC) including 
coordinating the Kentucky 
Green and Healthy Schools 
program and certifying 
professional environmental 
educators. 

“Kentuckians have said 
in surveys that children 
not spending enough time 
outside is a major concern,” 
said KEEC Executive Direc¬ 
tor Elizabeth Schmitz. “One 
of our goals is to encourage 
children to embrace the 
outdoors and to teach them 
the importance of a clean 
environment for our health 
and preservation. Do you 
remember the freedom, 
creativity, and fun experi¬ 
enced in your childhood 
during outdoor play with 
friends and neighbors?”

AM AC backs Kate’s Law; slams sanctuary 
cities that protect criminal aliens 


The sanctuary city mur¬ 
der of 32-year-old Kate 
Steinle has put a focus on 
the urgent need to ensure 
that illegal aliens who com¬ 
mit crimes are deported 
and don’t come back. 

“We must insist that lo¬ 
cal officials in municipali¬ 
ties such as San Francisco, 
New York and many other 
towns across the country, 
are forced to comply with 
our nation’s immigration 
standards; there’s no room 
for politically correct sub¬ 
terfuge that seeks to pro¬ 
tect bad guys,” according 
to Dan Weber, president of 
the Association of Mature 
American Citizens. 

Kate Steinle was shot and 
killed while taking a walk 
on the waterfront with her 
father. As Kate was dying 
in her father’s arms, she 
pleaded, “Dad, Help me.” 
Juan Francisco Lopez-San¬ 
chez, an illegal alien with a 
lengthy rap sheet who had 
been deported numerous 
times, was charged with the 
murder. 

“When he reentered the 
country this time around, 
Sanchez made a beeline 


for San Francisco where 
he knew authorities would 
look the other way,” Weber 
said. “And, they did. San¬ 
chez had been picked up on 
an outstanding warrant for 
marijuana possession and 
when he was released, the 
police decided not to notify 
the immigration authori¬ 
ties. Now they are playing 
the blame game in the Bay 
City with Mayor Ed Lee 
blaming Sheriff Ross Mirk- 
arimi and Mirkarimi blam¬ 
ing Lee. But the real blame 
should be on the complex 
mechanisms and machi¬ 
nations of the law and the 
blind-eye practices of po¬ 
litically correct sanctuary 
cities,” Weber said. 

The AM AC chief ap¬ 
plauded the “Kate’s Law” 
proposal that commenta¬ 
tor Bill O’Reilly laid out for 
lawmakers on his Fox News 
program this week and it 
appears that Congress is 
listening. O’Reilly reports 
that he received word from 
Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell that he 
liked the idea enough to 
call a meeting to consider 
the suggested legislation. 


Kate’s Law would impose 
a mandatory minimum 
five-year sentence on any 
illegal alien that is deported 
and then comes back. “The 
word mandatory is crucial,’ 
O’Reilly insisted. “There 
are laws on the books now 
that are being ignored. 
Congress must write Kate’s 
Law so if officials do not 
enforce the mandatory sen¬ 
tence, they themselves can 
be prosecuted.” 

Weber said that his se¬ 
nior advocacy organiza¬ 
tion supports the law. “It’s 
time we show concern for 
Americans who wish to live 
their lives in peace. Our 
sympathy and prayers are 
for the family of Kate Stein¬ 
le. While we recognize the 
plight of individuals and 
families seeking opportu¬ 
nities in the U.S. who ad¬ 
here to the rules, we need 
to demonstrate in a forceful 
manner that we will not tol¬ 
erate aberrant behavior and 
we certainly will not sit by 
while criminals who’ve got¬ 
ten into the country illegal¬ 
ly get a free ride.”

In other migratory bird-related business, 
the commission recommended moving the 
opening of the September wood duck and 
teal season from the third Wednesday of 
the month to the third Saturday. This would 
grant hunters two weekends of hunting for 
these species. They also recommended re¬ 
ducing the daily bag limit for common and 
purple gallinules from 15 to three birds. 

Commission members also voted to al¬ 
low the Kentucky Department of Parks 
authority to establish turkey hunts on park 
properties. 

In boating and fishing-related business, 
the commission recommended removing 
harvest restrictions on flathead catfish on 
A.J. Jolly Lake in Campbell County.

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with disabilities who have autism, deaf-blindness, 
developmental delay, emotional-behavior disability, hearing impairment, mental disability, multiple disabilities, orthopedic 
impairment, other health impairment, specific learning disability, speech or language impairment, traumatic brain injury, or 
visual impairment and who because of such an impairment need Special Education services. 

Children eligible for 504 services include those children in a public elementary and secondary education program who 
have a current physical or mental impairment that currently substantially limits some major life activity which causes the 
student’s ability to access the school environment or school activities to be substantially limited. 

Children eligible for the State-Funded Preschool program include three and four year old children identified with disabilities 
and four year old children who are at risk, as defined by federal poverty levels up to 150%. Preschool children eligible for 
special education must have an Individual Education Plan (IEP) instead of a 504 plan to receive State-Funded Preschool 
program services. 

The Powell County School District has an ongoing “Child Find” system, which is designed to locate, identify and evaluate 
any child residing in a home, facility, or residence within its geographical boundaries, age three (3) to twenty-one (21) 
years, who may have a disability and be in need of Special Education or 504 services. This includes children who are not 
in school; those who are in public, private, or home school; those who are highly mobile such as children who are migrant 
or homeless; and those who are advancing from grade to grade, who may need but are not receiving Special Education 
or 504 services. 

The district’s “Child Find” system includes children with disabilities attending private or home schools within the school 
district boundaries who may need special education services. 

The Powell County School District will make sure any child enrolled in its district who qualifies for Special Education or 
504 services, regardless of how severe the disability is provided appropriate Special Education or 504 services at no cost 
to the parents of the child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are urged to help the Powell County 
School District find any child who may have a disability and need Special Education or 504 services. The District needs to 
know the name and age, or date of birth of the child; the name, address, and phone number(s) of the parents or guardian; 
the possible disability; and other information to determine if Special Education or 504 services are needed. 

Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the Powell County School District collects the information needed. The 
information the school District collects will be used to contact the parents of the child and find out if the child needs to be 
evaluated or referred for Special Education or 504 services. 

If you know of a child who lives within the boundaries of the Powell County School District, who may have a disability, and 
may need but is not receiving Special Education or 504 services, please call Powell County Board of Education or send 
the information to:

Summer is prime time for shopping at the local farm¬ 
er’s market where it is a great place to find fresh fruits and 
vegetables, and shopping locally is a great way to ensure 
that you are buying the highest quality produce and food 
products while supporting your community. 

Shopping at the farmers’ market will provide you with 
the opportunity to cook fruits and vegetables that are at 
their peak, leaving your recipes bursting with flavor. 

When I go to the farmers’ market it’s very easy for me 
to purchase more than I can use in a reasonable time so to 
avoid this I try to plan ahead. 

Here are some tips to help you before you visit the farm¬ 
ers’ market. 

• Before heading to the farmers’ market think about what 
meals you will be preparing within the next week and write 
your shopping list. 

• When you arrive at the farmers’ market with your list 
in hand, make an initial loop around the vendors to see 
what is being offered and at what price. Some booths will 
contain higher quality produce at lower prices. 

• Get to know the market vendors. They will usually 
share information about what they are growing and when 
it will be available. 

• Be willing to try something new. Market vendors are 
often excited to share their recommendations. 

• Avoid buying produce with signs of bruising, tears, or 
soft spots. Produce that is overripe will spoil easily and 
may leave you throwing out food. 

Remember that you will have the largest selection earlier 
in the day but will likely get the best prices later in the day. 

While you are at the farmers’ market ask the vendors 
about what they plan on selling in the coming weeks so 
that you can take advantage of the best deals.
